Will Roosevelt's Would-Be Assasshi 


Be Brought to Trial, According 


to State Attorney Zabel 


Milwaukee, Oct. 15,—State's Attor- 


ney V/infrccT C. Zabel of Milwaukee 
county tonight 
definitely 
announced 


that John Schrank, Colonel House veil'« 
assailant, would not be brought to trial 
until af ler' the national election. '•, He 
said to be the only Socialist Slate's at- 
torney in the country, gave th'ree spe- 
cific reasons for his decision to put off 
the trial for one month. 


He said, first, that it was only rea- 


sonable to await the results of Colonel 
Roosevelt's injury; second, he had no 
desire to crowd the defendant, and 
third, it was bis opinion that it would 
be unwise to call the case during1 the 
final struggle in the presidential cam- 
paign. 


"It i.s my desire to try this case just- 


ly ami cxpeiUtiously," said Mr. Zabel, 
"and this will be done, but we wish to 
avoid having the plain criminal as- 
pects of the case in any way involved 
In tlH! national political situation.

Wireless Power Generated by Hand.. 
A new form of generator has heen 


developed by the United States sig- 
nal corps for use with' its portable 
wireless telegraph sets. 
It consists 


of a small generator, tho motor
